The early history of the county is 
varied and interesting. 
Events of

Few indeed have been 
sent to prison walls from this county 
Only one case of tar and feathering is 
found in the history of the county and 
that was only a few years ago, the vic­ 
tim being a man bv the name of Black.

The farming land in the county is

stock. Tile value of this stock is about 
$2,000,000. 
Farmers in the southern section of 
the county are employed mostly in the 
raising of corn and oats, while rye and 
potatoes are brought forth to a consid­ 
erable extent.

A NATION’S FINE LIBRARY 


& 
Great Fortune Awaits the Comprest**! 
Air Inventor if They Are Realized. 
(Special Correspondence.] 
} 


W ash in gton , Deo. 8.—J I Is sad lo 
see an old friend deprived of her vest­ 
ments, stripped of her adornments and 
left exposed to the rode gaze of an un- 
! thinking and 
unsympathetic world, 
I naked and neglected. Yet such is the 
^condition in which I found one of the 
'beet and most highly valued of my an­ 
cient acquaintances only yesterday, as 
I wandered through our national capi­ 
tol. I stood in the great hall of the old 
Congressional library and gazed rueful­ 
ly at the vacant desks, the dismantled 
I alcoves, the long rows of bare shelving, 
and thought upon the changer; which 
time (and the people’s money) had 
wrought. 
Where erstwhile the erudite 
Spofford sat, oppressed by c~re and re­ 
sponsibilities multifold, at desk heaped 
high with musty tomes and papers long 
accumulate was only vacancy. 
Where 
stood the row of dusty desks at which I 
was wont to present my humble request 
for books there was naught but bare, 
tiled door. 
Ghosts of the Past. 
When here before, I vividly recalled, 
one might wander at will all about— 
provided he could find his way without 
a guide or chart—and from the well 
stored shelves select the book he want- 


been revised, apparently, so that now it 
may read “ a position under the govern­ 
m ent,” not particularly in the Con­ 
gressional library, however, but in any 
other department belonging to our Uncle 
Samuel. 
This is in passing merely, but we 
cannot fail to note that the force has 
been greatly increased, and at present 
there are many women acting as assist­ 
ants, while before there were hardly 
any. 
The Public Restricted. 
This is only one of many changes 
made since the transfer to the new 
building and under the new manage­ 
ment.

Congressmen and sena­ 
tors, their clerks ar ^intim ate friends, 
the executive, of S rse, and a privi­ 
leged few only can take books from this 
library. 
You may go there and read 
and read to your heart’s content, be­ 
tween the hours of 9 in the morning 
and half past 4 in the afternoon, at any 
time except Sundays and holidays. But 
not every inhabitant of Washington, 
permanent or temporary, can give the 


ler, tie 
Of a method ot produc­ 
ing liquefied air iii large quantities, has 
just completed the fitting up of a shop 
in which he expects to prove conclu­ 
sively the availability and cheapness of 
the new force for commercial uses.

ed. The great librarian was accessible 
to all—too accessible, in fact, for his 
own comfort or for the good of the 
studiously inclined. When a book was 
wanted, you presented your card with 
name and author, then stood around 
and waited patiently (or impatiently, 
according to your nature) while the 
overworked assistants hunted for it. 
Sometimes they came back w ithin an 
hour; sometimes they didn’t come back 
a t all—at least, one didn’t, whom I re­ 
quested to bring me a rare book, and 
he may be looking yet for aught I know 
to the contrary, though that was near 
four years ago. 
But now over in that magnificent 
structure across the great plaza, with 
its 44 miles of shelving and facilities 
for the placing of IOO miles of books— 
now how different! 
You go into the 
central rotunda and see first of all that 
the librarian and his assistants are shut 
off from the public at large. There is 
no way of getting them by the ear or 
coat button. So you select the ticket 
provided, w rite down the book you 
w ant and pass it over the mahogany 
rail. The assistant looks at it, opens a 
pneumatic tube, shoves in the paper 
and then turns quickly to the next book 
liungry individual, while you, 
per­ 
chance, turn around for a look at the 
decorations. You have hardly fastened 
your gaze upon, let us say, Moses, 
Vhose name and statue we have here in 
^duplicate, when your name is whisper­ 
ed, and you turn again, awestruck and 
wondering, to receive the volume asked 
for. How it came is a mystery so far as 
mortal ken can show. But the guide­ 
book tells us that, besides the radiate 
pneumatic tubes through which the or­ 
ders are sent, there are also numerous 
“ electric carriers” to and from the 
“ stacks” on which the books are placed 
by attendants in waiting and then sent 
hurrying to their destination. 
Old Habitues. 
An old habitue of the old Congres­ 
sional feels rather resentful at this in­ 
trusion of wind and electricity to take 
the place of human effort. There was 
an individuality about the old library 
which the new one, albeit so vast and 
glorious, never can supply. There were, 
I remember, some old fellows in rusty 
hats and ragged coats who used to fre­ 
quent the other hall regularly every 
day and month and every year daring 
past decades. 
What they went there to 
read I do not know, but there they 
were, punctually on time, every morn­ 
ing, and invariably in the same seats 
and corners too. Should yon chance to 
get there ahead of them, and perhaps 
take their accustomed seat, then there 
was a pretty how d ye do. They storm­ 
ed and raved, they stamped and swore, 
until you “ vamoosed the ranch” aud 
gave them their seat. It was theirs; 
they were quite sure of it, for they had 
occupied it time out of mind. I haven’t 
located these old codgers yet in the new 
library, but I ’m sure they will be there, 
holding down the best chairs in the 
reading room. 
It is said that the chambers occupied 
by Josephine at Malmaison are yet red­ 
olent of musk, the favorite perfume of 
Napoleon s creole queen, even though 
that frail and perfect flower of human­ 
kind has been dead for more than 80 
years. 
So, too, these nooks and corners 
habited by the old habitues are yet re­ 
m indful of the times when they exer­ 
cised their truly American privilege of 
squatter sovereignty. 
Since the removal to the larger library 
salaries have been increased and posi­ 
tions multiplied, so that the place of 
G 
icond assistant librarian is, compara- 
vejy speaking, a sinecure. The diction- 
Hiy term, you know, for “ sinecure” is 
“ any office or position which requires 
or involves little or no responsibility, 
IfkboT or.active wrvieej* This term hag 


thither and the settling down at a pub­ 
lic desk for the consultation of books, 
however rare they may be. Then, again, 
there are the thousands of people em­ 
ployed in the various branches of gov­ 
ernment, hundreds among whom have 
as yet seen only the exterior of the 
library building, because the hours of 
opening and closing are coincident with 
those of their own departments. The 
fact is now particularly emphasized that 
this library is one originally intended 
for use of senators and congressmen, 
members of the supreme court and oc­ 
cupants of the W hite House, and not 
for the general public. 
It 
is only 
through the courtesy of our representa­ 
tives that we can enjoy its privileges at 
all. 
Before the removal, if I desired a 
book to read at leisure, I could obtain 
it by depositing its value or a certain 
sum of money with the librarian, but 
now in order to see it I must haunt the 
library itself and am not allowed to 
take it hence at all. I w ill not say this 
is not perfectly right as regards a refer­ 
ence library or respecting books in de­ 
mand in constant use by our lawgivers, 
but there is another view of the matter. 
It is held that there should be a dis­ 
crimination as between the classes of 
books, and that we should be allowed 
to take out such as are not particularly 
in request for reference strictly. 
Hr is 
the intention, I understand, to convert 
the old library balls in the capitol into 
a reference room for the legislators aud 
also perhaps for the holding of the law 
library of the supreme court. At pres­ 
ent every book of the Congressional 
library is stored in the new structure 
and is sent on demand by underground 
carriers to the capitol. 
It is now 25 years since Librarian 
Spofford made his original recommenda­ 
tion for a separate building for the Con­ 
gressional library, and that he has 
lived to witness the consummation of 
his plans and the fruition of his hopes, 
still in the capacity of custodian of this 
great and growing collection, is a speak­ 
ing commentary on the stability of our 
governmental institutions.

indicated above, that the library should 
be open every night, including Sundays 
and holidays, as late as IO o’clock.

Thus this the greatest achieve­ 
ment of its kind the century has wit­ 
nessed, with its records of the achieve­ 
ments of all the centuries since the 
world began, would become an inspira- 


“ Remember,” he said to me in a re­ 
cent conversation which I had with 
him, “ I have nothing to do with motors. 
I have found a means of liquefying air 
and applying it as a force. The form of 
motor it may drive I am not concerned 
with. ” 
“ Do you think it can be used in the 
way that compressed air cr steam is 
used—to drive a piston backward and 
forward in a cylinder?” 
“ Undoubtedly. It can be used the 
same as any other expansive force.” 
“ And it can be stored in iron bottles, 
just as compressed air is?’ 
“ In just the same way. 
W ith lique­ 
fied air you can have a constant pressure. 
So long as there is a drop of the liquid 
left you can have the initial force—say 
2,000 pounds to the square inch. The 
application of heat, which restores the 
liquid to its gaseous form and causes it 
to expand, may be made constant, and 
the air will expand at the same rate so 
long as the heat is applied and the mo­ 
tor is in use. I expect to be able to send 
a car from Harlem to the Battery and 
return without recharging.” 
“ Do you expect to use artificial heat, 
as is done with compressed air?” 
“ Artificial heat can be used, or the 
heat of the atmosphere.” 
“ W hat is the compression of the air 
in its liquefied form?” 
“ About 1,000 to 1,200 cubic feet of 
air goes into a cubic foot of the liquid. ’ * 
“ But have you ever made a practical 
use of the force?” I asked. 
“ I have run that little pump over 
there, ’ ’ said Mr. Tripler, indicating a 
small pump which stood in the middle 
of the shop. 
“ I used it as I would use 
any gas. I expect in a few days to be 
running a dynamo with the air. ” 
There is one point in his process where 
Mr. Tripler seems to get pretty close to 
perpetual motion—that bugbear of the 
patent office. 
He proposes to use his 
liquid air, as it expands, to liquefy other 
air—that is, he claims that the liquid 
air, taking heat from the atmosphere to 
vaporize it and turn it into force, will 
cool the air to the point where it will 
liquefy and become a potential force. 
He does not expect to make the two bal­ 
ance exactly. In the transfer of thermo­ 
dynamic heat, some of it is always lost. 
Where it goes nobody can say. 
But he 
expects to get back most of the conden­ 
sation wffiich is lost in the vaporizing of 
the liquid air and to use it again aud 
again. 
i 
“ It isn’t perpetual motion,” he said, 
“ though it sounds like it. It is the u til­ 
ization of the sun’s heat—the heat that 
is in the atmosphere. And, then, look 
at the heat that is going to waste all 
over the world. In that furnace over 
there 95 per cent of the heat escapes. 
That is one of millions of furnaces all 
over the world which are throwing off 
heat. If I can only recover a small part 
of that heat aud convert it into force, 
w hat an enormous power I shall have!” 
1 
Like all inventors, Mr. Tripler has 
had to combat doubt on all sides. First 
I the patent office people said that he 
could not do with his machine what he 
claimed to do, and to prove that he 
could he filled a bucket with liquid air, 
took a train for Washington, and there 
in the parlors of the Ebbitt House ex­ 
hibited it to a circle of patent office offi­ 
cials. “ This is what I do with air,” he 
said to them. 
“ If you want to see me 
do it, come over to New York. ” The 
patent examiners were partly convinced, 
but Mr. Tripler has not yet obtained all 
of bis patents. For that reason he has 
not made the details of his process pub­ 
lic, though he is ready to demonstrate 
results to any one who is interested. 
From some scientists comes opposi­ 
tion, due possibly to their interest in 
artificial refrigerating machines, for if 
liquid air can be made as easily and as 
cheaply as Mr. Tripler thinks every 
artificial refrigerator will be driven out 
j of use. And, by the way, one of the 
propositions of science which stared the 
inventor in the face at the outset was 
this—that air in a liquid form would 
not produce cold unless vaporized uuder 
pressure. 
I 
Mr. Tripler says he expects the new 
force to be used not for running small 
motors alone, but for operating faofco 
ries. The machinery for condensing t. 
air to run a large manufacturing esta 
lishment, he thinks, can be put in a 
corner of an engine room, and not a 
j very large corner either. It seems to be 
all a question of economy of production, 
though unexpected difficulties may in­ 
tervene when an attempt is made to use

came to Green | Orland. William Bowen and Daniel 
P The first settlers 
county in 1827. 
Boner and McNutt pat up a log 
cabin in Exeter that year and traded 
with the Indians 
the next year. 
McNutt maddened with whisky went 
into his cottage and killed his partner 
with an axe. 
Be gave himself up and 
was taken to Prairie du Chien, tried 
and convicted. 
This was the first 
murder and Boner's the first grave of 
a white man. 
In 1830 a pleasant little settlement 
sprung up in the southern part of the 
county, about six miles from what is 
now Monroe. 
Andrew Clarno, Joseph 
Payne and William Wallace and their 
families were the principal settlers. 
In 1832 at the breaking cut of the 
Blaok Hawk War. they were obliged 
to leave their homes in great haste to 
escape the approaching Indians. Soon 
after caving they saw tho smoke of 
their burning homes. 
The first night 
they passed in what is now Monroe 
and later suoeeeced in getting to Fort 
Gratiot where they remained until the 
close of the war when they returned 
and rebuilt their cabins. 
A man named Bennett Million, who 
used to play the fiddle for dances ic 
Monroe, had an intererting experience 
during the Black Hawk war. He, with 
others, was surprised by che Indians 
near Pecatonica and chased by them. 
Several were killed but Million saved 
himself by rolling in mud until so cov­ 
ered that be could hide on the ground. 
Many a time later did dancers have 
him lay aside his fiddle and tell his ex­ 
perience. 
In 1834 J. U. Deniston and Abner 
Van Sent settled three miles south­ 
west of Monroe and erected the first 
flouring' mill ever operated in the 
county.

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REUBEN FULSOM THE HUNTER 


Picturesque Figure in the E a r ly 
Life of 
the County. 
Interesting reminiscences of Reuben 
Fulsom, one of the pioneer settlers of 
Green county, ate furnished by H. B. 
Jobes, a former well-known citizen of 
Albany, without which this special 
edition would hardly be complete. 
Benben Fulsonr, familiarly known 
as “ Old Reuben, the hunter," came 
from the state of New York and set­ 
tled in Green county in 1842. 
There 
was nothing remarkable 
nor pre­ 
possessing in the make-up of this 
strange individual that should sir g!e 
him out as more noted than his fallow 
men, but bis eccentricities and pecu­ 
liar mode of living gave bim notoriety 
and his access in his chosen pursuit 
soon made him famous as a daring 
and sagacious hunger. 
But lu t e is 
known of his early history. 
His an­ 
cestry is reputed as highly respecta­ 
ble. a brother having attained celeb­ 
rity in the practice cf medicine, 
“Old Reuben" was not strictly con­ 
fine^ to the chase, having performed 
odd jobs of work from time to time. 
He lived here and there, principally 
how ver, in 
the 
neighborhood of 
Albany. 
Still 
it 
was 
natural 
for 
him 
to 
hun’ 
and 
his 
happiest 
moments 
would 
seem to be when 
he 
was 
on 
the trail with dcg and gun. 
Disap­ 
pointed hopes and bigoted love. it 
has been thought directed Lim toward 
the life cf a recluse and to become an 
habitue cf the woods and caves, galen­ 
ic g a livihood by Belli* g furs and 
scalp cf wild beasts. 
Kind and hos­ 
pitable people gave bim shelter and a 
nome when the inolemeccy cf the 
weather rendered it irnpraciteable for 
him to follow his chosen pursuit, but 


when everything was favorable be 
was off on the trail and the scalps c f 
denizens of the forests that he cap*- 
ared would have done honor to the 
wigwam of a brave. 
If rom Mrs. F. Lewis it is learned 
that he was a hunter at five years c f 
sge. 
His education was limited. One 
day while at school he saw from the 
window a fox making tracks across an 
adjoining field. 
Without excuse or 
leave of absence he rushed home from 
the room and was after the f jx with 
his •favorite dog. 
He succeeded in 
making a capture but this completed 
his education, and he wet free to pur­ 
sue the more congenial calling 
In an early day when the country 
was sparsely 
populated gsme was 
more abuudant than at the present 
time. 
W Id deer made this section 
their favorite haunt until the rapacity 
of over 
greedy huntsmen thinned 
them out and 
drove the remainder 
farther 
north. 
Wolves were quite 
numerous In those days and were a 
source of great annoyance to Pettier®, 
especially stock raisers, whose flocks 
became decimated by eft repeated 
raids. 
As a means cf riddi* g the 
country cf a pest, bounties were offer­ 
ed for the scalps cf these animals. 
This stimulated Folsom to carry on a 
war cf extermination. 
He was moat 
urably successful. 
The old man seemed to live and 
move in a world cf wolves, became 
wolfish in nature, looked and talked 
like a wolf 
He could outwalk any 
ordinary man, tskirg great strides as 
if some phantom form were dogging j 
bis f rotste ps.

On the left bank of Scgsr river to 
the northwest

oavern in the massive rocks where 
slept the here of this tale many a lor g 
night through, while round him prowl­ 
ed the wolves. 
Time whitened his

Years have passed since the veteran 
hunter passed from earthly scenes, 
but the incidents of his life and early 
exploits are still fresh in the memory 
of the old settlers of Green oounty.

Michael Confronted by mn Anay of Euro* 
pean Racers. 
Michael’s recent easy victory over Star- 
buck is a notice to the army of European 
racers who have recently landed on our 
shores that they will have to do some brisk 
pedaling to keep in sight of the midget. 
One of the most promising of the invaders 
is A. A Chose of Liverpool, England. In 
the past he has held the hour, 50 mile, and 
numerous other records. 
On more than 
one occasion he has demonstrated that he 
is a man of grit and endurance. In his 
races this season he has been very success­ 
ful, and hi9 coming to America will give 
Michael another chance to demonstrate bls 
ability in middle distance work. The bulk 
of the European talent, however, is from 
France. 
The most noted of the party is 
Stephane. 
He wa9 born in Paris in 1863, 
and has been racing ever since 1879, when 
he was champion of his country on the 
ordinary. 
From then until 1891 he was a 
sprinter, and simply swept everything be­ 
fore him. 
In the latter year he became a 
stayer, and was defeated by Terront in a 
race from Paris to Brest and return. 
He 
won the Paris-Bordeaux 375 mile road 
race in 1892 and other important events, 
and in 1894 he finished first in a Paris 
race in 17 hours and 50 minutes. 
Then 
he retired until this year, when he came 
out again and acquitted himself with 
credit during September and October. 
After Stephane comes Maurice von den 
Evnde, who is known to cyclists only as 
Maurice. 
He is tended “ Le Brilliant 
Beige,” being a native of Antwerp, and is 
27 years old. 
He held the world’s record 
for the unpaced mile atone time, and dur­ 
ing the season just closed lowered the un- 
paced records for long distance from 2 to 
IOO kilometers. 
He has the distinction of 
having received, like Cleo de Merode, a 
present from the king of Belgium. 
Ed­ 
ouard Taylore, who is hardly less famous 
than Stephane and Maurice, is another of 
the French contingent, and is the crack 
middle distance man of the season. 
He is 
only 17 yours old and closely resembles 
Jimmy Michael. 
He has been a profes­ 
sional only a short time, but has defeated 
some of the best men in France. The oth­ 
er members of tho French contingent are 
Jean Gougultz and Dominick Lamberjack.

was |60,090 and one life was sacrificed. 
Some early dates in Albany history 
will be of interest to Rock as well as to 
Green county people. 
The first brick church was the dwell­ 
ing house of Zebina Warren erected in 
185t. 
The first marriage was in 1847, 
Daniel Baxter wedding Chloe Nichols. 
The first grist mill was started in 
1848 by Z. Warren. 
It passed to his 
heirs and was carried away in the flood 
of 1867. The property was then pur­ 
chased by E. F.# Warren and C. W. 
Tompkins who immediately rebuilt the 
mill and are the present owners and 
operators. 
Beautiful surroundings are among 
Albany’s strong attractions. There is 
good boating, and the park is one of tho 
best in this part of the state for acco­ 
modating 
large 
crowds. 
Albany 
Fourth of July celebrations are held 
here and are widely famed. The busi­ 
ness men of Albany are enterprising 
and energetic.

(Bat Mrs: Katherine Tmgley, the leader 
of the society, had a vision while in In­ 
dia duriug her recent trip around the 
world in which she saw' the 7>lan of the 
school, the buildings as tiny will look 
when completed aud the place which 
must be chosen as its site. It is also 
said that it is she who, w ith occult 
help, is preparing the plans for the 
building. It was Mrs. Tiugley w ho, as 
foundress of the iustitutiou, laid the 
foundation stone at the exercises beld 
some months ago. 
The institution is to be called the 
“ City of Light,” and it is incorporated 
under the laws of West Virginia. The 
plans contemplate the erection of many 
buildings, but this is to be done slowly, 
as there is need, for them. At present 
the onlv one that is in actual course of 
laughter draws attention to the ladders ! erection is for a hotel and sanitarium, 
they are poking down from the higher I 
planes where they themselves live. 
Possibly that is why they have named 
the institution they are hatching into 
life at San Diego a ‘ ‘ School For the Re­ 
vival of Lost Mysteries of Antiquity.” 
Otherwise it would strike the ordinary, 
untheosophic person that they might 
have found a less fantastic and equally 
descriptive name for an institution that 
has a sound financial basis and the 
backing of solid, practical men of busi­ 
ness. 
The theosophists have bought and 
paid for over 200 acres of laud on Point 
Loma, a high promontory that guards 
the entrance to San Diego bay, and it 
is said that they paid for it without 
question at such a good round rate that 
the people of the town began to think 
the boom had come again. The land 
alone has cost them in the neighborhood 
of $40,000. The temple and other build­ 
ings which are in contemplation will 
cost some $250,000, and a large hotel 
and sanitarium, which are already be­ 
ing built, have put $25,000 into circula­ 
tion, while other improvements which 
are being planned will call for $150,- 
000 more. Altogether the initial ex­ 
pense of the School For the Revival of 
the Lost Mysteries of Antiquity will be 
nearly $500,000. But the institution is 
the dearest dream of the believers in 
theosophy, aud among them are so many 
men and women of wealth that there is 
no lack of funds. 
Came In a Vision. 
Among those who are intensely in­ 
terested in the new project and who are 
furnishing the money for its realiza­ 
tion, as well as the heartiest mental

Wood had lived iii Westerly many years 
and had there a large and lucrative prac­ 
tice which he gave up for the sake of 
helping on the fortunes of the City of 
Light. His hotel and sanitarium will 
be ready for occupancy by the new year, 
and while the doors are to be open to all 
who wish to lodge therein it is not sup­ 
posed, of course, that ill or traveling 
theosophists will wish to go elsewhere. 
A F ine View. 
The site of the mystery school on 
Point Loma is very beautiful—so beau­ 
tiful indeed that Charles Dudley Warner 
has said that it commands one of the 
three finest views in the world. Point 
Loma extends a long finger of land half 
way across the entrance to San Diego 
i bay, and to the west one looks out over 
the tumbling waters of the blue Pacific 
and to the east over the landlocked bay 
and the shipping gathered there, the 
towered roof of the Coronado hotel, the 
city of San Diego, the foothills and the 
mountains beyond. 
It is the belief of those who are in­ 
terested in this institution that the peo­ 
ple of today are so absorbed in the 
outer affairs 0 life—buying and sell­ 
ing, dressing aud dining, making money 
and spending it—that the inner, high­ 
er nature is neglected and starved.

The people who attend the Point Lo­ 
ma school will study the lives and the 
works and the methods of living and 
thinking of these elect, in whatever age 
and country they may have been born. 
And therein is found the reason for the 
rather fantastical name they have given 
their institution—the School For the 
Revival of the Lost Mysteries of An­ 
tiquity. They wish to study and revive 
the mysteries of life, the things veiled 
from the great herd of humanity, and 
as the chosen ones whose life and 
thought were such that the veils fell 
from their eyes lived in ancient rather 
than in modern times they say “ the 
mysteries of antiquity.” 
The temporary building is of Grecian 
design and has a large library and study 
and living rooms for students and pu­ 
pils. The permanent cornerstone is not 
put into this building. It will be of 
four pieces, each put together in the 
form of a cop, in a manner known to 
theosophist stonemasons. Each pyramid 
will be furnished by a different country 
—Egypt, Scotland, Ireland and Amer­ 
ica. The American stone comes from 
Six Nations reservation in upper New’ 
York state. The foundation stones rep­ 
resent hundreds of cities and states in 
the United States aud abroad, wherever 
there are organizations for occult study 
interested in the revival of the myste­ 
ries. 
In the matter of instructors the the­ 
osophical 
theory 
obtains 
that all 
through the ages there have been cer­ 
tain “ masters” having knowledge of 
matters unknown even to the savants of 
science. In the prospectus given out by 
the theosophists is this passage: 
Six H igher Planes. 
“ Mankind today has knowledge of 
only one of seven planes of nature. That 
one is the physical, the lowest and least 
important of all. It is the purpose of 
this school to initiate into the mysteries 
of the six higher planes. One funda­ 
mental thing w’hich will be demon­ 
strated in it is that man is an immortal 
soul. Every person can develop the 
power of leaving his body at will if he 
pursues a certain training. To such the 
possibility of existence separate from 
the body becomes a fact, aud the ques­ 
tion of sonl is no longer a theory. This 
power is one of the many things which 
will be proved. 
“ The method of teaching will be the 
Platonic, as the teachers will assert cer­ 
tain things to be facts. The pupil will 
accept the theory and then receive di­ 
rections by means of which its truth 
can be ascertained. He must provision­ 
ally accept the statement as true and 
then test it by practice. In this way all 
knowledge becomes so much actual de­ 
velopment. 
“ One principal thing that will be 
proved is that there is no such thing as 


consciousness of an atom to the omnis­ 
cience of the supreme. AU the laws of 
nature are executed by these intelli- 
gences, and all forces are directed by 
intelligent regents.”

What a marvelous fellow is Charles H. 
Hoyt! 
Today he is, as is well known, one 
of the richest men in the theatrical busi­ 
ness in this country, while a comparatively 
few years ago he was grinding out copy 
for a Boston newspaper at a salary of— 
well, at a Boston salary. 
He has written 
so many plays that he is obliged to count 
them off on his fingers to see that he does 
not forget any when he is asked to give a 
list of them.

He will do it, too, and at the time set for 
the first rehearsal the first act at least will 
be waiting for the performers. And there 
w ill be no delay about the other acts ei­ 
ther.

Think of Sardou or Pinero or Bronson 
Howard dashing off a play in that fashion!

CONFESSES MURDER

JA M E S GARINGTON K IL L S MAN 
W IT H AX. 


Is Now In Jail at Sioux Falls, D akota, 
W here the Crime W as Committed, 
and Admits His G uilt—A V eteran 
of the Late 
W ar—His 
Bloody 
W ork. 


Jam es A. C arrington, form erly of 
Monroe, a n i a veteran of the late war, 
is in jill at Sioux Falls, D akota, a self 
confessed m urderer. 
Alf jrd Ericson was his victim, and 
an axe was the weapon used by the 
m urderer. 
C arrington adm its his guilt, and 
s’gaed the f blow ing confession: 
‘I killed Fricson in self-defense. 
Ericson attack ed me w ith a ham m er 
and I struck him w ith an ax and 
killed him. 
J a m e s A. GARRINGTON.” 
Ericbon’s horribly m utilated body 
w as found in the back room of a 
shanty, and Dr E. D. Roberts, cf this 
city, who was in Sioux Falls a t the 
tim ej saw it. 
G arrington says he killed Ericson in 
self defense. 
While there is ground 
for belief th a t there had been a q u ar­ 
rel the evidence strongly indicates the 
m urder was com m ited for th e . double 
purpose of hiding a farm er crim e and 
p erpetrating robbery. 
No 6ane m an, 
other 
th an a m urderer, scald have 
acted as did G arrington a tte r the per­ 
petration of his horrible deed. 
He w ent to a saloon afte r com m it­ 
tin g the deed and spent about $8 of 
his victim ’s money fur drinks m aking 
him self a hale-fellow-w ell-m et w ith 
th e patrons of the bar and freely 
b o astirg cf the *•w inning he had ju st 
made.

From the saloon he w ent back to 
th e room w here he 
had 
left 
his 
m angled victim and 
was found by 
th e police quietly sm okir g his pipe 
w hile under his feet and on th e walls 
about him were spattered th e blood 
and braids cf the m urdered boy. 
His first effort was to fix the crim e 
upon '-Old Billy” W est and be made 
statem ents to S tate's A ttorney Bates 
an d th e police, w hich if prover, would 
have convicted W est of m urder. 
If th e victim w as not first attackec 
w ith a knifo and afterw ard dispatched 
w ith an ax the face and th ro a t were 
w antonly m utilated by th e m urderer 
a fte r Ericson had been killed and his 
head crashed to a ;elly by repeated 
blow s w ith the edge and back of the 
ax. 
It is possible th a t’the mac ness of 
a fiend seized C arrington 
when he 
saw the blood of his victim and th a t 
he then m utilated It w ith the savage 
fury of a wild beast. 


T h e M urderer*ft A p p e a r a n ce . 
G airington ie a m an not over 5 f lot 
fife, w eighing 140 pounds, sixty years 
of age, hair snow w hite, head p arti­ 
ally bald, and a six w eeks’ grow th of 
gray beard. 
He possesses a shuttling 
w alk squinting blue eyes and a w esk 
looking head. 
In his conversation 
w ith the reporter he rem arked th a t he 
w as sixty-six years of age, and he 
looked every day of it. 
He said he 
w as born n ear P e te rb o ro u g h in the 
province of O ntario. Canads, in 1831. 
His fath er w as a ‘ backw oodsm an,” 
and gained a poor livelihood cutting 
tim ber. When in his teens his parents 
moved to New York, f om there they 
moved w estw ard to Green county, Wis­ 
consin. near Monroe. Here G arrington 
entered entered into the realm of m an­ 
hood, learning th e trad e of gunsm ith, 
and enlisting first in the 8ixth United 
S tates cavalry. 
D urirg the rebsllion, 
he served in Company A of the T w en­ 
tie th in fan try of the reg u lar arm y. He 
declared he had seen hard service,and 
from w hich he received such injurses 
as to adm it him to the pension list. 
M oved F r o m M on roe 
Af ser the w ar he settled dow n in 
G reen county u n til 1887, 
when he 
moved to Columbia. 
Brown county. 
D akota, w here he opened a sm all gun 
shop. 
He becam e noted as a tough 
character, drinking to excess, and fr - 
quently beii g arrested f nr minor mis­ 
deeds, such as quarelling and d ru n k ­ 
enness. 
In December, 1883, he wsb 
trie d and acquitted on the charge cf 
m urdering and old soldier and room 
m ate. nam ed 
B. F. Colton. 
Coltcn’a 
body was f sund a t th e foot of a stair­ 
way w ith a ram rod pierced through 
his body. 
T he tria l occupied a week 
or tw o and coat Brown county several 
thousand 
dollars. 
G arrington 
was 
defended by Captain Beebe and ow ing 
to the fact th a t no direct evidence 
could be found ag ain st the prisoner 
he trained his freedom . 
The general 
im pression still rem ains th a t he was 
guilty as charged. 
H ad No H o m e. 
The way he happened to come to 
Sioux Falls was by being snbpoenied 
as a w itness in the K irby tria l in the 
U nited States court, he claim ing to 
know some facts pertaining to the 
case. 
He followed a precarious livli­ 
hood in doing odd jobs here, such as 
blacksm ithing and in fact anything he 
could do. 
His acquaintances were 
few and th e old shanty in f w hich he 
lived wa6 a tum ble down affair. 
I t is generally supposed th a t he 
w as connected with a m urder case of 
some kind in W isconsin, bu* being so 
m any yenrs ago, th e facts are not 
obtainable. 
He is by no m eans a cun­ 
ning m an, nor even shrew d. 
His 
w eakness is drinking and when d rin k ­ 
ing quarrelsom e. 
H e appetite com- 
pelled him to steal and stealir g led to 
m urder.

Beloit, Wis., Dec. 15—Mr. and Mrs. 
H. H. Sm ith celebrated th eir fiftieth 
w edding anniversary in a reunion of 
pioneer fam ilies a t th eir home yester­ 
day. 
Mr. Sm ith cam e to Beloit sixty 
years ago and helped erect the first 
building on the w est side of the river. 
Mr. Sm ith is one of the few 6urviv 
ors of those hardy pioneers who brcks 
a path in the w ilderness of the W est 
and laid the foundations of this center 
of homes and industry on the banks 
of the Rook, a t the tim e when w hat is 
now the great city of Chicago was 
m erely an abandoned fort and a clust­ 
er of log houses set down in an un­ 
prom ising swam p. 
The m en who 
founded Beloit are rapidly passing 
aw ay and soon th eir lives w ill be only 
a m atter of history. 
The .rising gen­ 
eration has taken th eir places and are 
now living in com fort and prosperity 
because these pioneers endured the 
hardships of blaz.ng th e way and sub* 
duing the wilds. 
Few realize w hat it 
m eant to go where trappers and con- 
reaue dn bois had gone bef >re and 
m ake homes w here the virgi j scil had 
not y et been upturned by the w hite 
men. 
It m eant privation; a com fart­ 
less Ufa th a t to men now would be 
well nigh unbearable. 
Sm ith arrived 
here in November, 1838 
Railroads 
were y et a novelty, and th e Sm ith 
f tinily rode over the prairies in the 
typical schooner. 
They f mud here a 
little settlem ent, th e bdginnings of 
Beloit. 
Mr. Sm ith was born in Ham pshire. 
England, in th e village cf Long P ar 
lab, Dec. 18, 1833. 
On December 14 
1847, he m arried 
Miss H arriet C. 
Steel, who w as one of ten girls in 
fam ily of fourteen. 
She w as the 
daughter of John P. Steel, who moved 
to Roscoe from B ennington, V t.

H iram Hopkins, a justice of the peace, 
now a resident of Cedar Falls. la. Mr.
